The program is 
called Mtarm-80. The basic routines include: an auto redial 
routine (downloaded from Three Rivers 88$), an auto scan 
routine (downloaded from Your Average Remote BBS), a caps-lock 
routine, disk loading/saving of telephone directory and macros 
settings. This program has been tailored for use with the JLO 
Disk System. However, it can be easily modified ‘or any mass 
storage system. I encourage you to install the fast-dial 
routine, the 23 column print driver and other features fron 
last month's column before adding this progran to 1t.

The 15-2040 (also, ALPHACOM 32) printer is versatile, and 
probabiy universally owned by Sinclair and Timex-Sinclair 
users. A major drawback of the printer is the availability of 
thermal paper. While the Sinclair dealers still seem to stor 
it, it is often durdensome to order and wait. In addition . 
the inconvenience, the cost (generally between $6.95 to $12.35
